—Jim’s class. It was as if we had lost a brother and we had. Whatever is written here is 
nebulous. If our hearts could take up the pen, then, would we have the true picture of Jim. 

Our Creator Who has seen fit to call Jim has endowed us with memory. And now, we 
have our memories of Jim. 

What is there that remains that preserves memory of Jim? What particular quality made 
Jim loved by so many? Whatever it was, we are sure it cannot be revealed by a picture of 
Jim in a stiff white shirt and beneath, ‘In memory of.”” The formal, neutral, meaningless 
phrases of a memoriam could never describe him to us; Jimmie was a grin, a quip, a T-shirt 
and a pair of khakis. 

Although he would be the last to claim it, he had a genuine love of people which was 
revealed in his zest for conversation and companionship. Not a door in the dorm was closed 
to his rugged frame and good natured demeanor. Jim’s only enemy was hypocrisy. The 
insincere or pompous person shrunk in the face of this simple, unpretentious small town boy.

The next day, Thursday, we assembled in Austin Hall and were greeted 
by Bob Boister, the Student Council President, who spoke for all the stu- 
dents. Then, we received some bad news. We were told that out of our 
class of 200, there would be many who wouldn't complete the four years. 
Of course, we figured that it would be the other guy. Some of us figured 
wrong. 

That day and the next, Friday, were filled with the taking of pictures and 
testing. Mostly testing. Quite a few of us were consulling train schedules 
until we found out that these tests were for guidance and placement. 

Friday night was “Talent Show” night. And our class had talent going a- 
way. It was on this carefree night that “Liberace” realized fame and for- 
tune. Well, fame anyway. 

The Saturday Night Dance. ‘“Vivez les femmes.” This was our first intro- 
duction to the local lassies and not necessarily our last. This kind of integra- 
tion we understood. 

On Sunday, September 19, 1954, the Navy lost any and all potential 
recruits from the class of.’58. This was our excursion across Lake Champlain 
to New York state—a boat ride, you should excuse the expression. To put 
it mildly, it was a typhoon. 

Anybody who said that he didn’t get sick wasn’t there. The class of '58 
almost started a St. Michael’s Extension in New York.

At the Junior Prom, we romanced our ladies to the strains of Dick Maltby. 
And we began to look forward to next year when it would be OUR Junior 
Prom. 

But first we had a little invention called final exams. The results were 
wreaking havoc with our togetherness. 

September of 1956. We were juniors. And we loved it! Some of us won- 
dered’ where the first two years had gone.

The Director of Athletics at St. Michael’s College has had a highly successful career both as an athlete and 
coach in college and professional ranks. 

“Doc” was graduated from Boston College High School before attending both Fishburne Military School 
in Waynesboro, Va., and Allentown Prep. His college career was spent at Villanova where he received a 
degree in 1927 before doing graduate work in English and psychology at his Alma Mater. 

In his own right as an athlete, ‘Doc’ played pro-football in the Eastern Pennsylvania League and base- 
ball with several minor league clubs before devoting himself exclusively to working in 1930. As freshman 
football coach at Villanova, “Doc” produced ten undefeated teams and also provided the sports world 
with numerous stars in track, baseball and basketball. Probably the most famous of his pupils would be 
the great Mickey Vernon. Other Jacobs products are Nick Etten, Mike Garback, Art Mahan all in major 
league baseball. 

When “Doc” came to the Hilltop ten years ago, he was asked about his plans for St. Michael’s athletic 
future. His answer was that he hoped to make the school one of the top small college sports centers in the 
East. He concluded that it would be ‘‘no over-night job.” It was ‘‘no over-night job” either, but in five years 
he kad brought St. Michael’s an undefeated football team and a new athletic plant. Since then football 
has been dropped by the school but that did not stop the determined Dutchman. St. Michael’s now holds 
the spot in New England small college basketball ranks that it once did in football.

INVITATIONAL TOURNAMENT 


St. Michael’s College was proud to bring Burlington its first 
major college invitational tournament. For the past two 
years, St. Michael's had the top small college basketball 
team in New England. After going to the regional finals of 
the NCAA College Division Playoff in March, 1957 Athletic 
Director George “Doc” Jacobs began immediate planning 
for the Christmas Tournament. 

In an attempt to make it a truly regional tournament, 
“Doc” was able to get representation from five upper east- 
ern states. Four New England and New York. The Panthers 
of Adelphi represented New York while Massachusetts was 
accounted for by the Ephmen of Williams, the Aces of Amer- 
ican International and the University of Massachusetts. Bill 
Callahan was the AIC pilot, Alex Shaw coached Williams 
while Bob Curran tutored UMass. St. Anselm’s of New Hamp- 
shire and the University of Vermont were both longtime St.
